The riv er while not near as hig h as 
it was last w'eek was ou t of its hank s 
and was ru nning ov er the pik e b e­

b ridg e, and did considerab le damag e 
to the pik e b y w ashing g reat holes in 
it. 
Reports from Raleig h and v icinity 
say that the damag e is many times 
w'orse than b efore and the Pan Handle 
road north of this city , near w'here it 
crosses the riv er had a wash ou t that 
it took sev eral hou rs to repair, so that 
the sou thb ou nd train, du e here at 7 :5 5 
did not arriv e u ntil after elev en.

Tu na, British India, April 1.—News 
has b een receiv ed of sev ere fig hting , 
the 
Tib etans 
hav ing 
attack ed 
the 
British mission u nder Col. You ng hu s- 
b and. 
There were two eng ag ements 
and the Tib etans were repu lsed with 
heav y loss. 
The British captu red ttss 
Tib etan camp at Gu ru . 
While the British adv ance had prac­ 
tically b een u nopposed, the ex pedition 
su ffered g reat hardship from the In­ 
tense 
cold, and it 
was sometimes 
fou nd 
impossib le 
to u se the Max im 
g u ns and rifles owing to the cong eal­ 
ing of the oil. 
The cou ntry is of the 
b leak est, withou t a sig n of v eg etation, 
and the ex pedition had to face piercing 
winds and clou ds 
of du st, while there 
was a heav y fall of snow Wednesday 
nig ht 
At 8 o’clock y esterday morning a 
fly ing colu mn started to reconnoiter 
the Tib etan camp at Gu ru , whereu pon 
a g eneral from Lhassa with a qu aint 
retinu e came to interv iew Col. You ng - 
hu shand. 
The g eneral ask ed the col­ 
onel to retire with his mission to 
Yalu ng for the pu rpose of carry ing on 
neg otiations, threatening an attack if 
vthe mission proceeded. 
Col. You ng * 
hu sb and replied that neg otiations had 
b een proceeding fru itlessly for fifteen 
y ears and that retirem ent was now 
impossib le. The Tib etan g eneral with­ 
drew and Col. You ng hu sb and ordered 
his troops to endeav or to disperse the 
Tib etans, b lock ing the road withou t 
firing u pon them. 
For a time the tactics of the British 
weie su ccessfu l b u t after while the 
attitu de of the Tib etan officials con­ 
v inced Col. McDonald of the necessity 
of disarming them. The Tib etans nu m­ 
b ered ab ou t 1,-500 and their resistance 
of the effort to disarm them 1©£ to a 
sm art eng ag ement. 
The situ ation for 
a few moments was critical. Col. Mac­ 
Donald and Col. You ng hu sb and b eing 
only a few y ards from the adv ancing 
Tib etaps. 
Rev olv ers 
and 
b ay onets 
were u sed and then a rifle fire was re­ 
sorted to, at which the Tib etan« fled, 
b u t not b efore sev eral casu alties re­ 
su lted In the British rank s. 
The Tib etans lost heav ily owing to 
the inferiority of their weapons, which 
were mat oh lock rifles, b u t they dis­ 
play ed the g reatest cou rag e, many of 
them coming on after they had b een 
seriou sly wou nded. 
After the action 
there were heaps of dead, a long trail 
of dead and wou nded ex tending to the 
rear. 
After a short halt the adv ance con­ 
tinu ed. 
Nearing the Tib etans’ camp 
at Gu ru , a second action took place In 
which the 
a r t i ll e r y play ed the larg est 
part. 
Finally the Tib etans retreated 
ov er the hills with the ex ception of 
ab ou t six ty who ob stinately held the 
v illag e which was finally tak en b y a 
mou nted b ay onet charg e. 
Among the Tib etans k illed were the 
Lhassa g eneral, the military command­ 
ant of Phari and Lata and the repres­ 
entativ e of tne g olden m onastery to 
whose influ ence and v iolent hostility 
the ex isting difficu lties were larg ely 
du e. 
The Tib etan losses are b eliev ed to 
b e ov er 4 00, while the British casu al­ 
ties are ab ou t a dozen. 
The British force retu rned to Tu na 
last ev ening and stated that rifles 
b earing the Ru ssian imperial stamp, 
and Ru ssian ammu nition were fou nd 
on the wou nded Tib etan officers.

C O N S E R V A T I S M W IN S 


Illinois Miners Avoid a Strike a t the 


Lest Moment. 
Spring field, 111., April 1.—When m at­ 
ters look ed dark est for a settlem ent of 
the differences b etween the coal oper­ 
ators and miners of Illinois, and a 
strik e seemed imminent, the miners 
g av e way and acceded to the u ltim a­ 
tu m of m e operators. 
W hen the joint session conv ened y es­ 
terday afternoon the miners stated 
that they had cou nter proposals to 
mak e to the operators, namely , that 
the miners wou ld waiv e all conces­ 
sions made them reg arding free oil to 
day men and frq$ powder, if the oper­ 
ators wou ld rescind their demand for 
a redu ction of three cents from last 
y ear’s scale in the first district. 
This 
the operators refu sed, and after con­ 
siderab le discu ssion in which National 
President John Mitchell defended the 
miners* 
position, 
adjou rnm ent 
was 
tak en u ntil ev ening . 
On reconv ening last nig ht the min­ 
ers stated tney were willing to with­ 
draw their demand for last y ear’s 
scale in the Northern distrlc^, and the 
Joint scale committee will arrang e min­ 
or matters. 
Thu s all dang er of a 
strik e has b een av erted b y reason of 
conserv ativ e action b y the m iners’ or­ 
g anization. 
National President Mit­ 
chell and Herman C. Perry , the new 
president of the state m iners’ org ani­ 
zation, were In conference with the 
operators for some time last nig ht. 


Arbitration Is Prop osed .

in the interest of the repeal b ill and 
engaged in a short colloquy with Mr.
